would be quite ready to go with a rush. 
How far she would go—whether she would 
step at the present boundary line or step 
acioss it, would be a question for the future. 
It has been ascertained that the lightning 
a week ago entered one of the island cables 
and consumed the core. Communication 
with the mainland is now by steamers leav­ 
ing twice a week. 
The gold yield of Cariboo for the season 
shows a gratifying increase. The attention 
of the miners is being directed to hydraulic 
mining, and the results have so far bren 
favorable, although the new branch is but in 
its infancy. It íb probable that before many 
years companies will be formed to hydraulic 
all the benches and banks in the district and 
the Frazc-r river. The benches as far down 
as Yale will also be washed away. On some 
of the high benches of the Frazer the Chinese 
are packing water up the steep hillsides to 
wash away the dirt on the summit, and the 
work is paying them well. Tho yield of Car­ 
iboo for the season is estimated at 8650,000. 
A few evenings since a citizen entered the 
City Council chambers set apart for mem­ 
bers, and was requested to withdraw. He 
refused, and after a war of words a fight en­ 
sued, in which a Councilor was badly beaten, 
so as to he since confined to his house. Legal 
proceedings are pending.

THE JEWISH CKU3ADS. 


TH2 LAND QUESTION IN ENGLAND AND 
IRELAND. 


The crusade against tiie Jews in Ger­ 
m any appears to be carried on w ith as­ 
tonishing energy and malignity. 
I t is 
impossible to discover any rational excuse 
for the movement, yet it is supported, 
not only by the ignorant and stupid, but 
by learndS professors, and literary men, 
and public officials, and in fact many peo­ 
ple who might be thought superior to so 
vulgar and contemptible a prejudice. 
A 
large meetint held at Berlin the other 
day actually passed resolutions in favor of 
suppressing the liberty of the Jews, pledg­ 
ing themselves to vote for no Iliberal 
who would cot promise to support such 
legislation, and undertaking to buy noth­ 
ing from Jewish shops or firms. 
This is 
introducing Boycottism to Germany, and 
inaugurating a war of extermination. It 
is time that rational Germany should 
r¡3e 
and 
explain 
this 
singular out­ 
cry against the Jew3. 
Certainly noth­ 
ing in their own conduct explains it. They 
have prospered through their own industry 
and business capacity, but it would be a 
queer world if men were to be denounced 
and legislated against for succeeding in life. 
W e are at a loss to know whether this Ger­ 
man agitation has a communistic basis, or 
whether it is founded upon s'aeer folly and 
meanness of spirit. 
No m atter how orig­ 
inating, however, it is disgraceful to the 
German people, and calculated to lower 
them in the opinion of the world, both as 
regards their civilization and their sense. 
I t might indeed be argued from it that 
tbeir long submission to despotic govern­ 
m ent had extinguished in many of them 
the capacity for appreciating the blessings 
and the rights of freedom, and that con­ 
sequently they sought to tyrannize over 
their fellows as they themselves have.been 
tyrannized over. 


THE 
‘'DISCOVERY” 
OF 
AMERICA. 


Congressman I’age has introduced a joint 
resolution providing that the anniversary 
of the discovery of America by Columbus 
shall be observed as a legal holiday in the 
D istrict of Columbia. 
Títere is no harm in 
making a new holiday, for they are all too 
few at present, but the theory upon which 
this “ discovery” business rests Las al­ 
ways appeared to us somewhat irrational. 
I t conveys the idea th at there was no 
America before Columbus happened to see 
the continent, whereas in sober truth that 
navigator no more invented America than 
a \ ankee in making his first trip across 
the Atlantic invents 
Europe. 
Amer­ 
ica 
managed 
to 
get 
on 
very well 
for 
several thousands of years before 
Christopher Columbus was born. 
Whole 
nations of 
men 
flourished 
here 
in 
those primitive times, and some of them 
have left architectural and other remains 
behind them demonstrating their posses 
aion of quite as high a civilization as the 
contemporaries 
of 
Columbus 
enjoyed. 
Europeans, however, with the conceit and 
arrogance common to 
poor 
humanity, 
imagined that no country which w aa not 
known to them could amount to anything. 
And when they had “ discovered” a coun­ 
try they coolly assumed the ownership of 
it without asking the consent of its inhab­ 
itants, whom they regarded very conveni­ 
ently aa excluded from all rights by reason 
of their paganism. 
It was a comfortable 
theory for persecuting robber-kings and 
their ruffianly agents, bat it seems to ns 
th a t it has lasted quite long enough, and 
th a t it jars somewhat painfully with the 
ideas of the nineteenth century. 


THE WITHDRAWAL 
OF 
POSTER. 


The withdrawal of Governor Foster from 
the Senatorial candidacy in Ohio leavea the 
way clear for Secretary Sherman, if he has 
aet his heart upon the place. 
The action 
of Mr. Foster in withdrawing is spoken of 
ns extremely magnanimous, and it is to be 
hoped that his motives were unselfish, 
though carping critics will be sure to say 
either that he fonnd that he was beaten, or 
that he was promised some other position. 
It is almost impossible for a politician to 
get credit for disinterested motives, and 
perhaps one reason of this is tbat the 
motives of politicians are in the majority 
of cases not disinterested.

The present embarrassment of the Eng­ 
lish Govt m m ent in dealing with the Irish 
agitation is augmented by the direct bear­ 
ing of the Irish land question upon the 
English. 
I t is no longer possible for the 
Government to hope th at it can keep these 
iseues separate. 
W hatever it may propose 
for Ireland will be discussed and re­ 
garded as affecting the landed interest in 
England. 
One result of this m ust be to 
strengthen the opposition to radical legis­ 
lation of any kind, and so to render the 
position of the Government more untena­ 
ble. 
The Irish situation has already be­ 
come such th at the Government is incapa­ 
ble of controlling it. 
I t has filled the 
country with troops and police, b n t it is 
evident th at beyond preventing meetiriga 
of the Land League these forces are prac­ 
tically powerless. 
They cannot stop the 
operations of the League. 
They cannot 
cause the regular Courts to be resorted to. 
They cannot hinder “ Boycotting.” 
They 
cannot compel refractory tenants to pay 
tlu irre n t. 
They cannot protect landlords 
against the ruinous consequences of a gen­ 
eral withholding of supplies. 
A large part 
of the Irish tenantry have ceased to pay 
any rent for their holdings, acd the ordi­ 
nary legal processes for coercing them 
have become inoperative. 
There is a gen­ 
eral passive rebellion against the existing 
order of things. 
Intim idation is practiced 
on a large scale. 
The dissentients from the 
League doctrines are silenced by threats. 
It may be said without mnch exaggeration 
that Ireland has passed from under the 
control of England, in fact. 
Meantime 
the Government does nothing, or w hat it 
docs do produces no mitigating results. 
The League is omnipotent for all practical 
purposes, and the laws are coolly ignored 
and set aside. 
The Government lias cer­ 
tainly not afforded protection to the land­ 
lords, and it is not easy to sec how it can 
do so 
w ithout 
resorting 
to 
violent 
methods. 
I t might suppress the public 
demonstrations of the League forcibly, but 
it could not by so doing term inate the 
agitation. 
Remedy by eviction is out of 
the question where scores of thousands of 
cases would have to be attended to. 
And 
it rxust be remembered that the Irish land 
agitation after all derives its main strength 
from the fact th at the injustice and op­ 
pression of the existing tenure of land 
there cannot be seriously questioned. 
Iu 
fact the agitation is based upon undeniable 
wrongs, and it involves a demand for unde­ 
niable rights. 
Nevertheless it is equally 
true that it has gone far beyond the first 
ideas of its projectors, and th at it Iras been 
carried to conclusions which threaten to 
render all rational compromise impossible. 
It is held by many careful observers that 
the extension of the so-called U lster cus­ 
tom of tenant rights over the whole coun­ 
try would give the tenants all the benefits 
they can reasonably claim. 
The cry of 
“ Ireland for the Irish,” however, has 
largely superseded proposals of this kind, 
andeven theconservativeLeaguersnow talk 
of nothing less than a peasant proprietary. 
I t is, moreover, doubtful w hether the 
Irish masses really contemplate any propo­ 
sition which involves the purchase of the 
land by themselves. 
They rather appear 
to think th at the end of the present move­ 
ment is to be the ousting of the landlords 
altogether, and the appropriation of their 
estates by the tenants without payment 
of any kind. 
As a m atter of - course the 
Government neither 
could 
nor would 
tolerate such a programme as this for a 
moment. 
If the landlords are to be ousted 
they will have to be bought out, and this 
would involve the assumption by the ten­ 
ants of a very heavy debt, which would, 
of course, be a mortgage on the land. 


I t appears to be believed generally that 
the Government intends to bring in a very 
radical land bill when Parliam ent meets, 
and it is not doubted that this bill will be 
opposed by the Tories with all the vehe­ 
mence and persistence inspired by the ap­ 
prehension of a deadly attack upon the 
English aa well as the Irish landed inter­ 
est. 
The need for reform in the land ten­ 
ure of England has been recognized long 
since by advanced thinkers, and the Cob- 
dcn Club has done much to place statistics 
and arguments in behalf of reform before 
the people. 
The Irish agitation 
and 
American competition have, however, op­ 
erated together to force this question into 
the first rank, and while these agencies 
hare made it almost certain th a t a great 
revolution 
is 
inevitable, 
they 
have 
so 
complicated the 
situation 
as 
to 
render 
reform 
legislation 
exceedingly 
difficult. 
Men no longer look upon Ire­ 
land as a country apart, in which any 
crude government system may be tolerated. 
They have learned, since the Disestablish­ 
ment bill was passed, to regard it rather as 
a place in which radical English legislation 
is liable to be experimented upon. 
Thus 
the first question suggested by an Irish 
land bill would be, what effect will it have 
upon the English system ? A peasant pro­ 
prietary in Ireland will be viewed with 
very different feelings when it is felt th at 
it may forecast a peasant proprietary in 
England. . The radicalism of the Irish lead­ 
ers is calculated to put arguments of 
this kind 
into 
the 
mouths 
of the 
Tories, 
and 
thus 
to 
weaken 
the 
hold 
of 
the 
Government upon 
the 
English public. The Irish leaders possibly 
think th at by making their demands great 
they are the more likely to seenre large 
concessions. 
But th at kind of policy may 
be carried so far as to disable the Govern­ 
ment from making any concessions at all, 
and this we think ia the present danger. 
It is mnch easier to demonstrate the need 
of fixity of tenure in Ireland than to jus­ 
tify a sweeping overthrow of the whole 
land system, and if the Government should 
be defeated on the new bill because of its 
radicalism, the Leaguers will have very 
little to hope from its sncceseors in office. 
Henceforth, however, the land qnestiona in 
the two countries most be treated as inti­ 
mately connected, and tbia circumstance 
alone will have a most important influence 
upon the final ontcome.

Frank Buckland, the

mals. 
Mr. Buckland may be said to have 
possessed a really intimate acquaintance 
with the strange population of the London 
Zoological Gardens. 
He knew all the 
beasts and birds. 
He had studied every­ 
one from birth to death. 
He had tamed 
most of them at some time, and through­ 
out his late years bis home was a sort of 
almshouse or hospital for decrepit creat­ 
ures of all kinds. 
He had monkeys and 
seals and lion cabs and dogs of all kinds 
for bis playmates and pets. 
He was never 
tired of studying their ways,- and derived 
infinite satisfaction from his researches, 
which he has pnt at the disposal of the 
reading world clothed in a very simple, 
clear and charming style. 
He was a born ! 


This time I was bound to make sure 
work, and so, with the best information I 
could procure, started off for the civil bu­ 
reau (Standes Aint) to ascertain precisely 
what was required. 
“ Upon w hat business do you come ?” 
demanded the pompous servant at the door. 
“ I am an American citizen, and want to 
know how to get married in Germany,” I 
faltered. 
He opened the doer of the main office 
and shouted, 
“ Eta H err Amerikanner 
wishes to m arry him self!” and then showed 
me into a large and well-filled waiting-room 
to take my turn, every occupant of which 
gazed fixedly at me w ithout winking for 
some minutes. One thin, dark, wiry man in 
soiled liuen and bright yellow kid gloves, 
had dropped in to announce the death of 
bis third wife. A trembling young mother 
was sharply reprimanded for letting the 
legal third day pass before announcing the 
death of her child. 
A somewhat seedy 
clerk had come, with a radiant face, to an­ 
nounce the birth of a boy fourteen hours 
old, and to be called Johannes Oonrade 
Hermann Degenermeister. 
A servant girl 
and her lover were waiting in one corner— 
she red and giggling, he erect, dignified, 
and as taciturn ss a head wa.ter—to be 
made man and wife. 
I had plenty of time 
to observe, for nearly an hour passed be­ 
fore my turn came. 
A t length I was 
shown ¡nto a long room, with half a dozen 
clerks at one end, who tw isted their necks, 
adjusted their glasses, aDd gazed and list­ 
ened with open-mouthed wonder. 
“ I wish to gat married in the very 
simplest and quickest way-,” I said, pre­ 
senting my passperfc. 
“ W ill you please 
tell me how to do it?” 
“ Tt is extremely simple,” said the officer. 
“ We must have a certificate of your birth 
[Geurtssohcin] signed by the burgomaster 
of the town in which yon wore born, and 
with its seal, and witnessed in due form. 
Your certificate of baptism [Taufschein] 
should also be sent, to guard against all 
error, sealed and witnessed by the present 
pastor or the proper church officers. These 
must be presented here by each of the con­ 
tracting parties, with their passports, as 
the first step.” 
I carefully noted this, and he proceeded : 
“ The parents, if living, should certify 
to their knowledge and approval of the 
marriage. 
W e must also be satisfied that 
there is no obstacle, legal, moral or other­ 
wise, to i t ; whether either of you have 
been married before, and if so, whether 
there are children, and if so, their names 
aud ages. 
The parents’ names should be 
in full; also their residence, occupation, 
age and place of birth should of course be 
given for record here. ” 
. 
I begged for another scrap of paper and 
made further notes. 
“ W hen we have these here in this desk,” 
he continued, patting fondly tb at piece of 
furniture, “ then either we can publish the 
bans [Aufgebot] by posting a notice of your 
intention in the liath?iaii3 for fourteen 
days, or else you can have it printed in the 
journal of the place where yon reside in 
America, and bring ub a copy here as evi­ 
dence th at it has actually appeared. After 
the expiration of this time you cau be mar­ 
ried in this office.” 
“ M ust it be here?” I queried. 
“ Of course,” he said, “ This is the only 
place which the law now recognizes. 
Poor 
people are content with civil marriage only, 
but all who move iu good society go from 
here to the church for a religious cere­ 
mony.” 
“ Is it not possible to shorten the tim e?” 
I timidly ventured to inquire. 
“ W e had 
made all the arrangements for an earlier 
day, and are seriously incommoded by the 
delay. 
1 did not know the requirements. 
It takes four weeks to Lear from America, 
and then two weeks mere here, and— 
You do not, perhaps, exactly understand, 
and yet I hardly know how to explain. But 
there is reilly haste. 
We are pressed for 
time. ” 
• ‘ H aste ? Pressed for time ?” he repeated. 
“ Perhaps I do not understand. 
I am 
sorry, bnt it cannot possibly be sooner. 
You think we are slow in Germany. True, 
but we are eure. 
We require our people 
to take time to think over the m atter be­ 
forehand, aud divorce with us is far from 
being the easy m atter I have heard it is in 
America.” —[January Atlantic.

California. Land C ase Decided by the 
Supreme 
Court.

W a sh in g ton, December 20th.—The Sec­ 
retary of W ar to-day transmitted to the 
House of Representatives au elaborate report 
from the Chief of Engineers of the United 
States Army, upon the bill introduced last 
session by Tait of Connecticut, which, under 
title of “ A bill to quit title to Yetba Buena 
Island,” proposes to relinquish aud grant all 
the United States title "to the Island of 
Yerba Bnena, or Goat Island, to the city of 
San Francisco, for uses and purposes speci­ 
fied in the city ordinances ratified by Act of 
the California Legislature, approved March 
11, 1858. The bill also declares in a pre­ 
amble that the President’s order of October, 
1854, seeking to preserve this island for public 
use, was in contravention of the Act of Con­ 
gress of July 1, 1864, relinquishing United 
States title to lands withiu the corporate 
limits of the city of San Francisco, and that 
the rightful owners of Yerba Buena Island 
were wrongfully ejected therefrom in Febru­ 
ary, 1807. The Chief of Engineer’s report 
upon this bill (which is now iu the hands of 
the sub-committee of the House Judiciary 
Committee), emphatically protests against 
its passage. 
General Wright reports that 
Yerba Buena Island was reserved for public 
uses by a Presidential order in November, 
1850, and that iu pursuance of this reserva­ 
tion it was occupied by the military authori­ 
ties in 1854 for “ public uses,” namely, the 
quarrying of atone for the Alcatraa bat­ 
teries, 
Major 
Tower 
then 
employing 
one Thouras 
Dowliug, 
a 
squatter 
on 
the island, to quarry the stone. 
“ This 
Dowling,” says General Wright, “ has been 
for many years, and is now by his successors, 
a persistent claimant to the island.” The re­ 
port, after stating that Dowling’s claim has 
never been recognized, proceeds to show that 
the uses and purposes specified iu the State 
laws of 1858 were confined to the mainland, 
any piece or parcel of land situated northeast 
or south of the water-let frout of the city 
being excluded from its operations. 
It is 
further argued that the Act of 1SU4 was not 
operative as to the islands in the harbor, even 
if they had not been occupied for public pur­ 
poses, or should not be so used thereafter, 
although the Act provided for exceptions, 
aud also that no private title to the island couid 
have been established between the conquest of 
California and the President’s reservation of 
November, 1850, for the laud laws opening 
up land in California to pre-emption (except 
lands reserved by competent authority) were 
not entitled until March, 1853. The Presi­ 
dential order of 1866, again reserving this 
island, was therefore unnecessary, aud only 
made 
assurance 
doubly sure. 
General 
W right adds that the island is of very great 
importance to the defense of the United 
States, aud especially of the city of San 
Francisco, and even if the proposed Act were 
intended to cede it to the city for its corpo­ 
rate use, which is not the fact, it would no 
doubt be for the best interests of the 
city for Congvets 
to refuse 
such ces­ 
sion, 
since 
this 
island 
occupied pre­ 
cisely the point which is necessary to be 
fortified to prevent its capture or destruction 
by an enmy's vessel, which in thick weather 
or a fog might run past the outer batteries. 
In confirmation of this view of the impor­ 
tance of the retention of the island for de­ 
fensive purposes, the report cites a number of 
reports heretofore made by military author­ 
ities, and continues, in conclusion: 
“ It 
should be stated that the question of title to 
Yerba Buena Island, as well as other de­ 
fensive positions in San Francisco bay, has 
frequently been before Congress, the Courts 
and the W ar Department, but the claims cf 
those whose cupidity had prompted them to 
obtain those positions by every means, re­ 
gardless of the fact that the United States, 
after the conquest, gave up all except those 
positions to the citizens of California at a 
nominal price, and regardless of the best in­ 
terests of the State of California and the city 
of San Francisco, have uniformly been re­ 
jected after a fuil investigation, and it should 
be further stated that at various times offers 
have been made to lease or purchase the 
Island of Yerba Buena, and some of these of­ 
fers have been accompanied by offers of large 
sums of money; but the United StatíB has 
always refused to part with its title.” In 
transmitting this report to Congress, Secre­ 
tary Ramsey invites attention to the im­ 
portance of the subject, aud recommends the 
report and its voluminous appendages be 
printed. 
PUBLIC LANDS IN CALIFORNIA. 
A bill introduced by Representative Berry 
to-day proposes to grant to the State of Cali­ 
fornia, for common school purposes, five per 
centum of the net proceeds of all sales of pub­ 
lic lands, heretofore or hereafter made within 
her boundaries. 
It is accompanied with a 
preamble citing that California ia the only 
one of the public land Statea for whose bene­ 
fit that percentage has not been granted. 
The others are Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, 
Michigan, 
Wisconsin, 
Iowa, Minnesota, 
Louisiana, Mississippi, Alabama, Florida, 
Arkansas, Kansas, Nebraska, Colorado, Ne­ 
vada and Oregon. 
Berry also to-day introduced a bill to ex­ 
tend to the State of California the provisions 
of the Acts of Congress approved March 2, 
1855 and March 3, 1857. both of them relat­ 
ing to swamp and overflowed lauds, and the 
latter expressly confirming to these various 
Stales selections made under the Acts of 1SÍ9 
and 1850. The main purpose of this bill is 
to enable the General Land Office to approve 
the plans of the California segregations fur­ 
nished by the Surveyor-General of California 
under the creative Act of 1866, and calls at­ 
tention to the fact tbat no field-notes were 
furnished with them, the fact being that the 
surveys were actually made in the field by 
the State authorities, the segregation map 
having been compiled upon the basis of 
United States surveys. 
THE 
HOLIDAY 
RESOLUTION—CALL OF COM­ 
MITTEES. 
Representative Page introduced to-day the 
joint resolution described in last night’s dis­ 
patches to make the anniversary of the dis­ 
covery of America a national holiday, so far 
as is possible, by Act of Congress. 
Speaker Randall to-day decided to call 
committees in regular order for motions, to 
pass one bill from each under a eus|>ension of 
the rules, and as the Private Land Claims 
Committee is not down on the list it was not 
reached, and consequently the expected at 
tempt to pass the Santiilan bill under a sus­ 
pension of the rules cannot regularly be made 
before the third Monday in next mouth. 


SHERMAN ON KOSTEB’8 WITHDRAWAL. 
Chicago, December 20th. — The Inter­ 
Ocean's Washington correspondent called on 
Secretary Sherman, who said regarding Fos­ 
ter’s withdrawal that ha was not surprised 
but gratified. 
Ho had never doubted his own 
election, and had no fears of injury from the 
cnntSBt, for it would have been made in a 
friendly way and left no wounds behind. 
LIABILITY OF SHAREHOLDERS. 
W ashington, December 20th.—The Su­ 
preme Court of the United States to-day de­ 
cided that an individual shareholder of an 
insolvent national bank cannot be compelled 
to pay more than his full proportionate share 
of the bank’s liabilities in order to make 
good tbe deficiency caused by the inability of 
stockholders to 
pay 
their proportionate 
shares.

CONGRESSIONAL PROCEEDINGS. 


Senate. 
WAsmxQTOtr, December 20th.—The Senate recon­ 
sidered the rote disagreeing to the House adjourn­ 
ment resolution— ay es 31, noee 21. 
There was a discussion on Edmunds’ amendment 
to make tbe recess from December 23d to January 
3d. Lost, and the resolution was agreed to—33 
to 26. 
The Senate bill refunding the 8 per cent. District 
ot Colombia certificates into fifty-ye XT 3.65 per cent, 
bonds was amended, making the rate 3 per oent., 
and passed. Tbe amount is $891,000. 
The Vice-President submitted a communication 
from the Secretary of War, in response to a resolu­ 
tion offered by Logan, with copies of correspond­ 
ence between General Schofield and Major Gardner, 
relative to tbe Board of Officers' inquiry into the 
case ot Fitz John Porter ; also from tbe Secretary 
of the Treasury, with a recommendation for an 
appropriation of $20,000 for publishing a centennial 
map of the United Mates and Territories. 
On motion of Davis, the bill to relieve the Treas­ 
urer from the amount of $28,000,000, charged to him 
on the treasury books and deposited with the Sev­ 
ern] Statea under the Act of 1836, was taken up. He 
said this money would never be called for by the 
United States, as it Dever had been in times of great 
need, It was inconsequent to carry it en tbe books. 
Ingalls said the inconsequence of bookke.pers was 
nothing compared to the injustice of giving $28,­ 
000,000 to older States at the expense of those which 
were admitted since 1836. It was the original con­ 
tract that tbe m nev should always be subject to 
call by tbe United States. 
Garland believed the debt outlawed. _ 
Kirkwood intimated tbat tbe twenty eight States 
interested were pooling to seenre this $28,000,000 
He now offered as the second section to this bill tbe 
substance of the five per cent, bil], allowing the 


various States 5 per cent, on the valueof land grants 
within their limits by military bounty warrants. 
Thurman thought the 3 per cent, bill should stand 
on its own merits. He objected to the Government 
giving away $28,000,000 to State?. It was Govern­ 
ment money. It is our duty to pay as fast as pos­ 
sible 
our 
$2,000,000,000 
indebtedness. 
Every 
dollar of the $700,000,000 or $800,000,000 due 
next 
year 
could 
be 
paid 
off 
in 
ten 
years without 
unduly burdening the people; 
yet it is proposed to extend it for forty or 
fifty yoars, and at the same time give away $28,000,. 
000. Give away public land and Increase the ex­ 
penditures as we w. re doing, and the inevitable 
result of this land policy is to create irreducible 
public debt—to make our debt, like British consols, 
a perpetual annuity. 
He regarded perpetual debt 
as one of the greatest curses that could be inflicted 
upon a nation. He opposed this bill as a part of 
the system of legislation tending to bring on this 
misfortune. 
Cenkling thought Thurman’s argument vitiated, 
like many other good arguments, by the incorrect­ 
ness ot his premises. In 1836 there was a surplus 
in the treasury raised by taxes upon the population 
then existing. 
The surplus was deposited with the 
States tbeu existing, subject to call by the Govern­ 
ment. It was a call loan. Subsequently the quality 
of a call loan was taken from it by Act of Congress, 
to the effect that the money should never be called 
for except by Act of Congress and on due notice. 
The doctrine of estoppel warranted the assertion 
that when the Government, in times of great need 
of money, did not apply for this money, when it by 
various actions prodttced the impression that it was 
not considered as part of the assets of tbe Govern­ 
ment, it was estopped from claimiug money after 
forty years had passed, and the States had, rvith the 
knowledge of the Government, applied the money 
to various purpi sis of resumption. 
It was con­ 
sidered as a gift. 
Conkling thought the past had 
sufficiently demonstrated that the people, resources 
and integrity oi the country would make impossible 
any failure to pay the public debt. 
Blaine regarJed the Act of 1836 as a great folly, 
resulting from the extremt theory that the surplus 
of revenue must be divided among the whole popu­ 
lation. To recall the money now would be unjust, 
not only because of the lapse of time and probable 
outlawry of the claim, but also because the people 
who got tbe money would not be tbe ones called 
upon to return the money. The men who then 
lived in the benefited States had largely emigrated. 
The Senator from Oregon (Grover) would be called 
upon to return the share he gut as a citizen of 
Maine, in which State the money was foolishly di­ 
vided per capita among the population, 
Blaine 
was 
not 
a 
citizen 
of 
Maine 
at 
that 
time, 
bnt 
he 
would 
have 
to 
pay 
his 
share of the 
money uow as 
a 
citizen 
of 
that State. Xu way of returning the money could 
be found. The debt of a former generation should 
not be placed on this generation. 
Thurman said that doctrine was untenable. There 
was no bar of limitation to this debt. The money 
was by law returnable on demand. 
The debuto was suspended and tbe consular ap- 
pi oprlation bill referred to the Committee on Ap­ 
propriations.

Calkins, from the Committee on Elections, sub­ 
mitted a report of the majority ou the Massachu­ 
setts ease, declaring Lorlug entitled to the scat in­ 
stead of Boynton. 
Laid over. 
Weaver will file a minority report. 
F. Wood said he would to-morrew call up the 
funding bill and pres3 it to a vote before recess. 
Price, from the Banking Committee, moved to 
susjiend the rules and pass the bill repealing Section 
3418 of the revised statutes, anil abolish the stamp 
on checks named in that section. 
Mills raised the point that this was a matter for 
the Committee on Wavs and Means, and not the 
Banking Committee. 
Tbe question of how the 
money was to be taken from the people to support 
the Government was a question for consideration 
by the Committee on Ways and Means. 
Mr. Price thought that it was sufficient argument 
to the objection to state that the bill had been 
referred to the Committee on Banking and Cur 
rency. 
The Speaker—Did it go thorc by bill or petition? 
Price—Bv both. 
. 
After further debate on this point the motion to 
suspend the rules was seconded—102 to 45. 
Mills then opposed the bill. 
He thought that 
there were other subjects more fit for a reduction of 
taxation than checks stamps. Why not take the 
duty off clothing ? It was attempted to clandes­ 
tinely smuggle this'bill through the IIouBe to pre­ 
vent an amendment taking away from monopolists 
tome of tbe ill-gotten gains which legislative rob­ 
bery gave them. 
Buckner wanted many taxes reduced, but because 
he wanted more than he could have, should he re­ 
fuse to take off an annoying and vexatious tax? 
The amount raised by this tax was about $1,700,000. 
He had un idea that the Republicans would reduce 
taxes next Congress, and he therefore favored strik­ 
ing every head of taxation this session. 
Hawley thought he knew that the great majority 
of ProtccttonistB favored a revision of the tariff. 
Price Baid there were half a million oi depositors 
in the hanks of the country who could not draw m 
dollar without paying two cents. 
Warner opposed the hill. This tax was easily 
collected, and was collected from a class better able 
to pay for it than any other. They needed the 
money to pay the $50,000,000 of pensions just voted, 
and to reduce the maturing debt. He hoped tbe 
House would hesitate before it nassed this bill. 
Weaver said it was part of the scheme cf fund­ 
ing tbe debt. It was proposed to reduce taxation 
so the debt could not be paid. 
A motion to suspend rules and pass the bill re­ 
jected by ayes 129, noes 68—not two!thirds. 
The Speaker made the following committee ap­ 
pointments : McKinley to the Committee on Ways 
and Means; Conger to tbe Committee on Rules; 
Tay or of Ohio to the Committee od Judiciary. 
The Speaker also announced the appointment of 
Willborn, Scoville and Brown as visitors to the Na­ 
val Academy. 
Several leaves of absence were granted, but F. 
Wood gave notice that he would object to further 
leaves. 
Stone, under instructions* of the Committee on 
Postofficee, moved to suspend the rules and pass 
the bill authorizing the Postmaster-General to re­ 
adjust the salaries of certain Postmasters. This 
bill, involving claims to the amount of $500,000, 
was opposed, and on seconding the demand for sus­ 
pending the rules, no quorum voted. 
Adjourned.

END 
IN 
SUICIDE. 


A . W . Pierson, of this city, in reference to 
whose relations with Mrs. 
J . W . Left- 
wich public scandal 
has 
been 
rife 
for 
some 
time 
past, 
has 
at 
last 
closed 
the scene by committing suicide, which 
he did at 
Oakland on Sunday morning 
last. A long time eince the relations between 
Pierson and Mrs. Leftwich became such that 
her husband refused to longer live with her and 
applied for a divorce. 
The matter, however, 
was adjusted between them and the suit was 
w ith d r a w n T h e 
regrets 
and promises 
of the wife, 
it is stated, 
did 
not en­ 
dure. 
The ardor between her and Pierson re­ 
vived, and another application for divorce was 
contemplated, when another condonation took 
place. 
The recent scandal, in which it was 
rumored that she again deserted her husband 
and maintained still greater intimacy with 
Pierson, when they finally sought refuge 
through death by laudanum, but were rescued 
by having taken overdoses and from medical 
assistance, is well known and fresh in mind. 
The husband again forgave her, but finding 
all hope of her fidelity had fled, he two or 
three weeks ago obtained a divorce. 
Within 
a few days afterward she and Pierson were 
married, and the sequel of their uni in is given 
as follows in the San Francisco Examiner of 
yesterday : 
Between 8 and 9 o’clock yesterday morning 
a roomer in the Bartlett House, 473 Seventh 
street, opposite the railroad station, and be­ 
tween Broadway and Washington streets, 
Oakland, hearing groans proceeding from the 
room 29, adjoining his own room, informed 
Dr. Stockham, who also resides in the Bart­ 
lett House, that some perron in the room was 
probably sick and in need of medical aid. 
The Doctor immediat-ly went to room 29, on 
the floor of which he found Arthur W. Pier­ 
son lying under the effects of laudanum. Mrs. 
Pierson was also found in the room, and also 
under the influence of laudanum, but her 
severe vomitiug indicated that the dose had 
been an excessive one, and was acting as its 
own corrective. 
Dr. Stockham, assisted by 
Dr. Dockir.g, did all that was possible to 
rescue Pierson from the effects of the poison, 
but the efforts were futile, as Pierson died at 
twenty minutes to 3 o’clock yesterday after­ 
noon. 
Mrs. Pierson, although still sick, ie 
out of danger of death from the poison. 
It is 
supposed that Pierson took tiié laudanum 
with suicidal intent, and it is alleged that he 
has three or four times before attempted 
suicide. 
A t what hour the pci-«on was taken 
is not known, some of the people in the house 
inferring from a noise made in room 29, be­ 
tween 2 aud 3 o’clock in the morning, that 
it was then taken, and there being also a 
story that it was not taken till shortly before 
Dr. Stockham went to the room, and at 
which time, as 
a gentle argument with 
Pierson’s 
bride 
to 
join 
him 
in the 
social poisoning, he threatened her with 
instant death instead with a cocked pistol 
which he had leveled at her. 
In the unstint­ 
ing generosity of a recently made bridegroom, 
but in one which defeated its own thoughtful 
object, he gave her the larger portion. 
Cor­ 
oner Hamilton took charge of Pierson’s body, 
and with a jury will to-day make an inquest 
into the cause of his death. 
The only appa­ 
rent reason for the commission yesterday of 
the frequently-before attempted suicide was 
the extreme poverty that the absence in the 
ro.m of all kind of property belonging to the 
deceased indicated, but the marriage 
so 
swiftly following a divorce of the bride, and 
the suicide so swiftly following the marriage, 
are thought to suggest some more potent rea­ 
son, not yet disclosed, for the poisoning.
